The  National  Health  Service  Act  came  into  operation 
on  July  5th  and  resulted  in  the  transfer  of  your  responsibility 
for  Diphtheria  Immunisation  to  the  Cheshire  County  Council, 
and  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  diseases  to  the  Manches¬ 
ter  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Figures  for  diphtheria 
immunisation  are  therefore  recorded  in  this  report  for  the 
first  half  of  the  year  only. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  been  appointed 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  and  Divisional  School  Medical 
Officer  under  the  Cheshire  County  Council.  This  will  enable 
the  Local  Health  Authority’s  Services  to  be  co-ordinated 
with  one  another  and  with  the  environmental  services 
provided  by  you. 


I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  my  staff  for  the  work 
done  and  to  you  and  the  officials  of  the  Council  for  the  help 
and  co-operation  given  to  me  throughout  the  year.  I  am 
indebted  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  Surveyor  for  their 
assistance  in  compiling  this  report.

Transport  by  ambulance  is  now  free  and  cars  are 
available  for  sitting  cases  where  necessary.  :  — 

The  welfare  of  handicapped  persons  and  the  aged  is  the 
concern  of  the  County  Health  Department  who  are  .’respon¬ 
sible- -for  administration  of  Sections  29  and  30;  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act  dealing  with  this  kind  of  work.  • 

The  hospitals  have  now  become  a  responsibility  of  the 
Manchester  Regional  Board. 

Vaccination,  and  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and 
whooping  Cough  is  carried  out  by  Practitioners  on  behalf  of 
the  Cheshire  County  Council. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  is  now  situated  at  Mon- 
sall  Hospital,  having  moved  from  York  Place,  Manchester. 

The  Cheshire  County  Council  also  provide  a  Home 
Nursing  Service,  having  taken  over  the  work  from  the  local 
voluntary  organisations. 

The  remaining  facilities  in  the  district  remain  un¬ 
changed. 

SECTION  C 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Water 

The  water  supply  to  those  parts  of  the  area  served  by 
the  public  mains  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and 
quantity. 

Twenty-seven  samples  of  water  from  private  sources 
were  submitted  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination. 
Ten  were  unsatisfactory  and  seventeen  satisfactory.

The  Council  has  a  small  source  works,  at  North i  Rode 
supplying  the  parishes  to  the  south  of  the  area.  The  parish 
of  Kettleshulme  is  also  supplied  from  source  works  owned 
by  the  Council.  Since  water  mains  were  laid  in  Kettleshulme, 
the  question  of  augmenting  this  supply  will  have  to  be  con¬ 
sidered  at  an  early  date  if  the  water  carriage  system  is.  to 
follow  on  this  amenity;  t!  k;  ■  W  -v< .■/!{.,<;  . 

Water  for  the  remaining  parishes  is  purchased  by  the 
Council  from  the  Stockport  Corporation,  the  Borough  of 
Macclesfield  and  the  Urban  District  of  Bollington. 

None  of  the  water  passing  into  public  mains  has  been 
shown  to  have  a  solvent  action  on  lead. 


The  number  of  dwelling-houses  within  the  district  having 
a  piped  supply  of  water  direct  to  the  house  is  4,443 
representing  a  population  of  approximately  115,550.  The 
only  parish  where  stand  pipes  are  in  use  is  Kettleshulme 
and  the  majority  of  the  houses  there  have  now  been  con¬ 
nected  direct  to  the  public  main.  ,  .  ,,

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

It  is  essential  that  consideration  should  be  given  to  the 
provision  of  a  sewerage  system  in  those  parts  of  the  district 
yet  unsewered.  The  Langley  area  of  Sutton/the  Knutsford  road 
areas  of  Chorley  and  Great  Warford,  the  villages  of  Kettles-, 
hulme  and  Bosley,  and  the  parish  of  Mottram-St.- Andrew , 
all  have  piped  water  supplies  and  are  in  urgent  need  of 
sewerage  systems.  The  erection  of  Council  Houses  with 
temporary  means  of  sewage  disposal  is  likely  to  add  to 
the  number  of  complaints  already  being  received  about  the 
pollution  of  ditches  and  brook  courses.  No  new  works  of 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  were  constructed  during  the 
year  and  there  were  no  extensions  to  the  public  sewerage 
system. 
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Rivers  and  Streams 


One  complaint  was  received  about  the  pollution  of  a 
stream  by  refuse  being  deposited  in  it.  The  pollution  ceased 
after  correspondence  and  interviews  with  the  owner. 

Public  Cleansing 

A  service  of  refuse  collection  is  provided  in  whole  or  in 
part  in  all  the  parishes  within  the  area.  A  fortnightly  collec¬ 
tion  is  given  in  all  parishes,  with  the  exception  of  parts  of 
Prestbury  and  Poynton  where  a  weekly  service  is  provided, 
and  the  scattered  parishes  of  Wincle,  Wildboarclough  and 
Macclesfield  Forest  where  common  ashpits  are  emptied 
quarterly.  Nightsoil  pails  and  privies  are  emptied  in  the 
more  populous  areas  and  the  provision  of  sewerage  systems 
would  enable  the  Local  Authority  to '  abolish  these  con¬ 
servancy  methods  which  are  a  menace  to  public  health.  The 
work  of  handling  the  receptacles  is  distasteful  to  the  men, 
and  the  collection  and  transport  of  the  material  by  existing 
methods  is  offensive.  Consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to 
the  purchase  of  a  watertight  vehicle  for  the  collection  of 
nightsoil  pails. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping 
and  two  men  are  engaged  on  the  maintenance  of  eight  tips 
throughout  the  area. 

The  collection  of  salvage  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour 
and  one  waggon  and  two  men  are  employed  for  this  purpose.

Food  and  Food  Preparing  Premises 

The  control  of  retailers  of  food  presents  some  difficulty 
in  a  rural  district.  Beauty  spots,  which  attract  people  from 
the  surrounding  populous  areas  at  weekends  a^dO  holidays I 
are  consequently  frequented  by  itinerant  vendors  of  ice-cream 
and  other  comestibles.  These  vans  often  travel  long  dis¬ 
tances,  and  the  salesmen  have  no  facilities  for  personal 
hygiene.  Often  the  .vehicles  are  open,  and  the  principle  that 
anything  will  pass  in  the  country  areas  dies  hard.  Only  ‘con¬ 
stant  surveillance  will  bring  about  the  improvements  these 
methods  of  distributing  food  so  urgently  demand.  '  '  '  ;i 


-The  condition  of  some  of  the  small  roadside  cafes  calls 
for  some  comment.  Whilst  the  food  may  be  clean  and  whole¬ 
some  and  partaken  in  pleasant  surroundings,  the  rooms  in 
which  the  food  is  prepared  leave  much  to  be  desired  in  that 
in  many  cases  the  kitchen  is  also  used  as  a  bathroom  and 
wash-house.  The  closet  accommodation  is  not  constructed 
to  accommodate  twenty,  thirty  or  more  travellers,  and  the 
water  supply,  if  not  from  the  Council’s  mains,  is  always  sus¬ 
pect,  and  in  the  event  of  a  drought  the  supply  may  be  aug¬ 
mented  from  the  brook  ! 

Four  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  ice-cream  and  six  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream. 

In  two  cases  letters  were  sent  to  the  occupier  of  food¬ 
preparing  premises  drawing  their  attention  to  requirements 
as  to  cleansing,  and  the  work  was  carried  out. 

A  number  of  visits  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
at  weekends  and  holiday  times  to  various  parts  of  the  area 
with  a  view  to  inspecting  the  vans  of  ice-cream  retailers. 
Such  visits  made  frequently  and  regularly  should  improve  the 
standard.
